On  the  first  Sunday  in  December,  at  8:00  a.m.,  KPFK 
begins  its  most  ambitious  music  project  to  date,  namely 
the  playing  of  the  proper  Bach  cantata  for  each  Sunday  in 
the  church  year  together  with  appropriate  chorale  settings 
and  other  organ  music  such  as  was  actually  used  in  Bach's 
day.

Last  summer  the  Pacifica  Singers  were  heard  with  the 
Los  Angeles  Philharmonic  in  a  premiere  of  a  work  written 
for  them  by  Gerhard  Samuel,  Associate  Conductor  of  the 
orchestra.

He  taught  himself  law  during 
his  24  years  in  prison.  His  legal  work  has  freed  dozens  of  pris- 
oners. During  the  trial.  Brown  argued  that  he  accepted  an 
elected  position  of  leadership  in  the  rebellion  only  reluctant- 
ly, and  his  actions  saved  lives.  This  program  is  an  interview 
with  Brown,  done  by  Bruce  Soloway  for  WBAI,  and  record- 
ed inside  the  Tombs. 

10:15      "WAKE  UP  AMERICA  -  PEEKSKILL  DID" 

Paul  Robeson  was  supposed  to  give  a  concert  in 
Peekskill,  New  York  in  late  August  1949.  Several  hundred 
local  patriots  physically  prevented  the  concert  from  taking 
place.  The  following  week,  25,000  supporters  of  Paul  Robe- 
son returned  to  Peekskill,  protected  by  an  armed  cordon  of 
trade  unionists.  Once  the  concert  was  over,  an  anti-commun- 
ist mob  threw  rocks  and  overturned  cars-with  the  tacit 
consent  of  the  state  police.  The  Peekskill  affair  was  the  first 
violent  outbreak  of  anti-communist  hysteria  in  the  postwar 
period  and  demonstrated  that  a  large  constituency  was 
ready  to  respond  to  anti-communist  rhetoric.  David  Gelber 
talks  to  survivors  of  the  Peekskill  riot  (on  both  sides)  and  to 
a  teacher  in  Peekskill  High  Sfchool  who  recently  told  the 
children  about  the  history  of  their  own  community  (which 
few  knew  anything  about).  Mixed  with  the  music  of  Paul 
Robeson,  Hudie  Ledbetter  and  Pete  Seeger,  this  is  a  really 
fine  excursion  into  the  early  history  of  the  cold  war.  (To  be
